Sir, 

I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland for the year ending 
31st December, 1910. 

I regret that as I only entered on the duties of the office of Chief 
Inspector in the early part of November of last year, in succession 
to Sir John Fagan, whose name will always remain so honourably 
and deservedly associated with the progress of the Irish Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, I am unable to furnish as comprehensive 
a report based on my own personal observations as I would wish. 

Reformatories. 

At the end of 1910 there were 5 Reformatory Schools in 
Ireland — 

2 for Roman Catholic Boys. 

2 „ „ Girls. 

1 for Protestant Boys. 

On the 31st December, 1910, there were 450 boys under order 
of detention in the two Reformatories for Roman Catholic Boys, 
57 girls in the two Reformatories for Roman Catholic Girls, 
and 112 boys in the Reformatory for Protestant Boys.

It appears from this table that the number of boys under order 
of detention at the end of 1910 was 3 more, and the number of girls 
6 more, than the numbers under order of detention at the end 
of 1909. 


Admissions. 

The admissions to Reformatory Schools, including one admission 
on transfer from Industrial School in 1910, were 178, viz., 162 boys 
and 16 girls, showing an increase of 25 boys and one girl — a total 
increase of 26 as compared with 1909.

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State of Education on Admission. 

Of the total number of boys admitted upon conviction last year, 
G3 could neither read nor write, 85 could read, or read and write, 
imperfectly, and 14 showed a moderate proficiency in reading and 
writing. 

Of the total number of girls admitted upon conviction 5 could 
neither read nor write, 9 could read, or read and write, imperfectly, 
and one showed a moderate proficiency in reading and writing. 

Discharges. 

The discharges (excluding one transfer) from Reformatory Schools 
in 1910 were 169, viz., 159 boys and 10 girls, showing an 
increase of 31 over the discharges for 1909. The increase was in 
the case of the boys only, as the number of girls discharged in both 
years was the same.

The results of Reformatory Schools as regards character at the 
end of 1910 of those discharged during the years 1907, 1908, 1909,

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Health of Inmates. 

Ifc is satisfactory to have to record that the health of the inmates 
in Keformatory Schools last year was good. Two deaths occurred, 
due in one case to mesenteric, and in the othei’, to brain disease. 


Literary Training. 

In spite of the regulations for compulsory attendance at school 
a large proportion of the juvenile offenders admitted to reformatories 
can neither 1'ead nor write, and this large proportion of illiterates 
has shown no sign of decreasing in recent years. 

Notwithstanding this want of education on admission, very few 
leave the schools without being able to read and write fairly well, 
and without having a fair knowledge of Arithmetic. All the boys 
are taught Drawing, and have lessons in Manual Instruction, to 
which they take kindly. 


Industrial Training. 

The industrial training given in the schools continues to be 
satisfactory both for boys and girls. The boys are well taught 
their various trades and on the whole good progress has been made. 
The important industry of agriculture is not neglected, and all 
boys have opportunities of seeing it practised in experimental plots 
attached to the schools. 

The girls are trained for domestic service, at which they easily 
find employment on leaving the schools. 
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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

There Were 66 Industrial Schools in Ireland at the end of 1910. 

They were distributed as follows : — 

Boys, Roman Catholic, 18 ; Protestant, 2. 

Girls, Roman Catholic, 41 ; Protestant, 3. 

Mixed for boys and girls, Roman Catholic, 2. 


The number of children on the rolls of Industrial Schools on the 
31st December, 1909, and on the 31st December, 1910, is shown in 
the following summary. 



From the foregoing statement it appears that the number under 
order of detention at the end of 1910 was 65 less than at the 
close of the preceding year. The number of boys had decreased by 
38 and the number of girls by 27. 

The number of children in Industrial Schools, chargeable to the 
Treasury Grant on the 31st December, 1910, was 36 less than at 
the end of the preceding year.

State of Education on Admission. 

Of the total number of boys admitted, 380 could neither read 
nor write, 141 could read, or read and write, imperfectly, 51 
showed a moderate proficiency in reading and writing, and 5 could 
read and write well. 

Of the total number of girls admitted, 347 could neither read 
nor write, 196 could read, or read and write, imperfectly, 56 showed 
a moderate proficiency in reading and writing, and 15 could read 
and write well.

The results o£ Industrial Schools considered with reference to 
the numbers doing well, doubtful, convicted, and unknown of 
those discharged in 1907, 1908, 1909, were as follows : — 

The total number discharged in those three years, omitting deaths, 
transfers, committals to Reformatory Schools, and discharges owing 
to illegal committals, was 3,474, viz. : — Boys, 1,760, and girls, 1,714.

The total amount collected in 1909 was £1,737 6s. 3d., of 
which £535 17s. was for Reformatory, and £1,201 9s. 3d., for 
Industrial School cases. 

The amount collected last year shows an increase of £164 16s. Qd. 
as compared with the previous year. In the Reformatory collection 
there is an increase of £64 17s. 3d., while in the Industrial School 
collection there is an increase of £99 19s. 3d. 

In addition to the above amount, contributions towards the 
maintenance of children in. Industrial Schools amounting to 
£19 4s. 11 d. were sent direct to the office. 


Health. 

The health of the children in Industrial Schools continues to be 
satisfactory. Only forty-five deaths occurred during the year — 
fourteen boys and thirty-one girls. Although this is a slight 
increase on the number of deaths for the year lb09, still it compares 
very favourabty with the corresponding numbers for recent years. 
During the year 1910 the number of deaths due to disease of the 
lungs was twentj^- three — ten boys and thirteen girls, showing that 
more than, half the deaths which occur are due to this cause. 
The managers cannot fairly be held responsible for this, as these 
children have in most cases had the disease in a more or less 
developed state before admission to the schools. 

1 he reduction of the death rate as compared with former years, 
when it was often nearly double that for the year 1910, I attribute 
to the willingness of managers to adopt any suggestions made to 
them to improve the dietary of the children and the sanitary 
conditions of the schools. 

On the whole the schools were very free from infectious and 
other diseases last year. In a few of the schools there were some 
cases of measles and scarlatina, which were checked as much as 
possible by isolation on the occurrence of the outbreak. In a couple 
of schools cases of diphtheria and enteric fever occurred, but happily, 
they were confined to a few cases. 
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Literary Training. 

The literary training of the children in Industrial Schools has 
gone on well during the past year; and has been kept well up to 
the high state of efficiency attained during recent years. 

The Reading in almost all schools is very good, and has on 
the whole improved. In some schools, however, it is still dull ami 
monotonous, as if the children were not grasping the meaning of 
the words they were reading. Sufficient attention does not seem 
to be given to' explanation, and without this it will not be possible 
to produce intelligent reading. 

Spelling is on the whole good ; but the lowest standard in each 
school which attempts dictation generally does it badly, although 
they can spell orally quite correctly. I would suggest a greater 
use of the practice of transcription, by which the children would 
get a picture in their memory of the written word spelt correctly, 
with occasional exercises in dictation as a test of proficiency. 

Hand- writing continues to be excellent in nearly all schools, and 
the exercise books are generally very clean and neatly kept. 

In arithmetic the progress has been fairly satisfactory, although 
mental calculations do not receive as much attention as they 
deserve, when one remembers that the only use to which the large 
majority of these children will ever put their knowledge of arith- 
metic will be to make up mentally small bills for the purpose 
of buying and selling. 

Geography is well taught in most schools. The answering is 
generally very much better where the children are examined from 
a map, than without it. In the schools which adhere most closely 
to the programme of the National Board I do not think the answer- 
ing in geography is so good now as it used to be ten or twelve 
years ago, 

Grammar is now mostly taught by lessons in elementary analysis, 
and the children seem to understand them fairly well. I do. not 
think that lessons in grammar have much effect in teaching either 
correct writing or correct speaking. The former seems to be best 
taught by frequent exercises in composition, and the latter by ear, 
hearing their teachers speaking correctly, and by being made to 
answer all questions in complete sentences and not with a curt 
“ yes ” or “ no.” 

Drawing is very well taught, and nearly all the senior boys’ 
schools receive the highest award from the Agricultural and Tech- 
nical Instruction Department, by whose officers they are annually 
inspected. The same remarks apply to manual instruction, which 
is a very favourite subject. 

The work embodied in the Syllabus for the girls’ schools has been 
carried on in the most satisfactory manner. The result of the girls’ 
training in the practical work of the Syllabus has been gratifying. 
During the past few years, at public Exhibitions throughout the 
country, the high class practical work done by the children 
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has proved a revelation to those who knew nothing of the trainino' 
these children received in their schools. It will be seen from the 
classification in this Report the position that each school obtained 
according to merit. 

It is to be hoped that equally satisfactory results will follow the 
adoption an d working of the Syllabus for the boys’ schools. Already 
two schools— Greenmount, Cork, and Balmoral, Belfast— stand out 
prominently showing the good results obtained by the instruction 
and training the boys of these schools have got in the work of the 
Syllabus. It is to be hope ! that in a very short time the other 
boys’ schools will prove equally successful. In the future it is 
proposed to give in the Annual Report a separate memorandum 
showing the general! conditions of, and the nature ot the work carried 
out in, each individual boys’ and girls’ school.

The experience of those who have watched the administration 
of these schools and the results of their establishment is of a very 
favourable and reassuring character. 

During the past year attention has, on several occasions, been 
drawn to this question in the public press, and efforts have been 
made to arouse the interest of the public in the matter. 

In conclusion, I desire to state that an additional Assistant 
Inspector, Miss Margaret M‘ Neill, was appointed on 7th 
November of last year.
